Two early Marconi goals kill Adelaide City

arconi’s two lightning 

fast early goals in the 
Preliminary Final after 
just four minutes, 
completely wrecked any 
hopes that the youthful 
and courageous visiting 
Adelaide City may have 
had of qualifying for 
back-to-back Grand Finals 
last Sunday at Sydney’s 
Parramatta Stadium. 

With an almost 
commanding halftime 3-1 
lead, Marconi added another 
to ultimately march into 
Sunday’s Grand Final by 
defeating the ‘Black and 
Whites’ 4-1. 

‘The disappointingly small 
crowd of just 6,713 had 
barely settled into their seats 
when Marconi hungrily 
struck in the 3rd and 4th 
minutes through talented 
attacking left-back, Brendan 
Renaud and sharp-shooting 
midfielder Brad Maloney.

goal-line, 

No sooner had this early 
shock-goal gone in when 60 
seconds later Marconi was in 
yet again. 

Maloney doubled the 
scoreline when he finished 
off a move instigated by 
That Man and industrious 
striker, Andy Harper. From 
the left Harper crossed for 
right back Matthew Bingley 
who laid on for the 
advancing and unmarked 


Maloney to slot the target 
with a low drive from the 
right. 

Quickly realising that 
early goals were now 
frantically needed to make 
any contest of it, Adelaide 
City’s lanky international 
and highly experienced 
sweeper Milan Ivanovic 
started to play forward, 
desparately trying to 
instigate attacks down both 
flanks.

Jamie Perin swung round 
behind his ‘keeper to clear 
the on-target missile off his 
goal-line, but watched in 
horror as Renaud raced in 
and rocked the left post 
from the rebound. 

By the 31st minute the 
galloping Harper was still 
very hungry for more 
Marconi goals, Raiding down 
the left he beat defender 
Mark Yates, but despite his 
low drive partied by ‘keeper 
Jason Petkovic, the alert

Francis Awaritefe sliced in to

But still the overall young 
and inexperienced Adelaide 
City refused to yield to 
Marconi’s fury and two 
minutes before the break 
were rewarded. 

Central midfielder Craig 
Foster burst into Marconi’s 
box where Longo arguably 
fouled the flying ‘Black and 
White’ forcing referee 
Eugene Brazzale to point to 
the spot.

Time after time both 
Harper and Awaritefe

Harper in the 79th minute 
finally drove the last painful 
nail into Adelaide City’s 
coffin. Latching onto a 
Vlado Zoric ball, Harper 
swung a cross to the'left for 
a grateful marauding 
Maloney to smash his 
second, and Marconi’s 
fourth and final goal. 

Well into stoppage time 
Bingley again joined the 
attack, but the blond 
defender's drive from wide 
out on the left, ricochetted 
off the upright.

Apparently a logistical 
problem with the 
tournament venue would 
not allow the planned live 
television coverage to g0 
ahead. No local stations 
would pick up the telecast, 
and without television, the 
sponsors refused to put up 
the money, leaving Brazil 
with no finances to hold the 
tournament. 

As a result the whole 
tour has been called off, 
which was also to include a 
trip to Orlando, USA for 
two games against the 
former World Champions, 


“Tr’s not worth going all 
the way to the USA for two 
matches — that would be 
poor usage of our 
resources,” said National 
coach Tom Sermanni. “It’s 
very very disappointing for 
the players, especially the 
new ones, 

With the cancellation 
occurring at such a late 
stage, everything is 
affected. Apart from the 
bitter disappointment after 
gearing oneself up both 
physically and mentally for 
such an event, much work 
and effort has been put into 
tour organisation. 

Monies have already 
been laid out, players have 
organised time off work 
and got their necessary 
injections. 

But there is hopefully 
some consolation for all 
those involved. “We are 
trying now to organise 
something for the 
beginning of July to USA, 
when all the teams start to 
arrive for the Olympics,” 
advised Sermanni. 
“Whatever is organised, 
the same team will be 
going.”

Recalling 11 veterans of his unsuccessful 1994 World Cup 
campaign, Germany coach Berti Vogts said last week his team 
had a good chance of doing well at the European championships. 

Vogts refused to be drawn into the role of favourite, although 
some experts see Germany as the team to beat. 

Vogts, announcing his 22-man roster, said 10-12 teams were 
capable of winning the title at next month’s 16-nation 
championship in England, and that Croatia was his dark horse. 

England, as host, also, will play a special role, Vogts predicted. 

Top striker Juergen Klinsmann leads the 11 World Cup 
veterans Vogts retained, but Lothar Matthaeus, Klinsmann’s 
predecessor as captain, was dropped, as expected. 

Matthaeus, 35, who has four World Cup campaigns and three 
European Championships behind him, announced last week that 
lingering fitness problems following Achilles tendon surgery 
would rule him out for Euro 96, 

“We have a well-balanced squad with a healthy mixture. We 
have experienced players from 1994, and we have 11 players 
with no tournament experience who are hungry for international 
success,” Vogts told a news conference, 

“If we overcome health problems and still improve our game, 
we have a good chance of clearing the first round, 

“But our group is the so-called ‘Group of Death,’ where we 
are second on FIFA’s rankings, Russia is third, Italy fourth and 
the Czech Republic 10th, It doesn’t get tougher than that.” 

Vogts will be under pressure to return with the title. 

Under his guidance, Germany was upset by Denmark in the 
final of the 1992 European Championships in Sweden. 

In 1994, Germany went to the United States to defend its 
World Cup title, only to be knocked out by Bulgaria in the 
quarter finals. 

Vogts left out two of Klinsmann’s former forward partners — 
Karlheinz Riedle of Borussia Dortmund and Ulf Kirsten of Bayer 
Leverkusen, Riedle is struggling to return to shape following a 
long injury, while Kirsten has had a poor season. 

Instead, two foreign-based strikers got the nod, 33-year-old 
veteran Stefan Kuntz of Besiktas Istanbul and Oliver Bierhoff, 
28, of the Italian league Udinese, who has scored two goals in 
three national team games. Stuttgart’s Fredi Bobic was also 
included.

Bayern Munich became 
only the fourth club to 
win all three European 
competitions when it beat 
Bordeaux 3-1 for a 5-1 
aggregate win in the 
UEFA Cup final last 
Wednesday, 

Goals from Mehmet 
Scholl in the 53rd minute, 
Emil Kostadinoy in the 65th 
and the record-breaking goal 
from German international 
skipper Klinsmann in the 
79th consolidated the 
Germans’ grip on their first 
European trophy for 20 
years after they established a 
2-0 aggregate victory in the 
first leg. 

Bordeaux replied with a 
goal from substitute Daniel 
Dutuel in the 75th minute. 

Klinsmann’s goal was his 
15th in the UEFA Cup this 
season and made him the 
highest all-time individual 
scorer in oné season in 
European competition. 

The previous mark of 14 
goals was shared by AC 
Milan’s Jose Altafini (1962- 
63) and John Wark of 


Ipswich Town (1980-81). 
Thomas Helmer and 
Scholl had scored the goals 
which set the Germans on 
their way to success in 
Munich’s Olympic Stadium 
two weeks ago. Bayern 
joined Ajax, Juventus and 
Barcelona as the only clubs 
to have won all three 
European competitions after 
their earlier successes in the 
Cup Winners’ Cup in 1967 
and the Champions’ Cup in 
1974, 1975 and 1976, 
Bayern also won the 
world club championship in 
1976, a feat achieved by 
Ajax and Juventus but not 
Barcelona. Last week's 
success went some way to 
compensating for their 
failure to lift the German 
title which has gone to 
Borussia Dortmund for the 
second successive season. 
Bordeaux, playing in their 
first European final after 
battling through a marathon 
campaign which started in 
last summer’s Inter Toto 
Cup qualifiers, kept battling 
away during a tense first half 
but failed to break-down the 
Germans’ tight defence.

A powerful free kick by

EUROPE’S ‘GRAND FINAL’

or all cognoscente of 
F the game everywhere 

and followers of the 
European game in 
particular, this — is the 
peak of the club season 
and not, the FA Cup Final. 

Quite simply this fixture 
determines no less than the 
official Champion football 
club of all Europe, 

Yet for some reason, it 
will not capture the public’s 
imagination jike last week’s 
jamboree at Wembiey. 

Most Australian sports 
fans probably thought that 
last Saturday night/Sunday 
morning they were 
witnessing the very peak of 
club football 

At the risk of upsetting 
United and Liverpool 
supporters, the probable fact 
is that what we saw last week 
were two slightly above 
average teams in European 
terms, 

Had either Ajax or 
Juventus been eligible to 
play in the oldest of all 
football competitions, they 
would have strolled it and 
‘Jes enfant terrible’ wouldn’t 
have been given the time to 
line up his volley which the 
green and white shirts gave 
him. 


The likes of Blind or 


Vierchowod do not take 
their shadow’s off their 
chosen men for two split 
seconds as did Wright, Scales 
and Babb. 

It's a sad reflection of the 
present standard of the 
English game — as opposed 
to it’s spectacle, which has 
been ‘spectacular’ this 
season, 

So, who is going to add 
this to their already 
impressive collection of 
Euro-silverware? 

For the record, Ajax lead 
Juve 4-1 in the Champions 
Cup roll of honour and if 
they make it 5, will slot 
alongside Milan in second 
place. 

Real Madrid however still 
top the chart with 6 wins, the 
last of which was gained 
exactly 30 years ago. 

The big criticism of this 
competition is that it is often 
‘a year too late’. 

This, appears to be the 
case this year as Juve are 
literally, last year’s Italian 
Champions whereas Ajax do. 
not appear to be the side 
they were twelve months 


ago. 

Physically, they may look 
similar but two players, 
Reiziger and Davids are now 
Milan players in all but 
print. 

Having already won this 
Cup last May, you have to 


ask whether they would still 
tisk life and timb for the 
legendary white shirt with 
Ted vertical band. 

T don’t know the current 
Euro monetary scene but the 
fact is that on the football 
exchange the lira is far 
stronger than the guilder. 

A mere couple of seasons 
in the red and black stripes 
will set these boys up for life. 
‘They are both still young and 
the world is their oyster so 
they will both want to reach 
the San Siro in one piece for 
the start of the next Serie A. 

Then, there is Patrick 
Kluivert’s recent off-the- 
field problems which 
threatened to disrupt his

One involving wheels as 
opposed to tablets — though 
it does make a change from 
drugs, alcohol, air-guns or 
Kung-Fu kicking.

French manager Aime Jacquet, who announced his 
22-strong squad today, said he did not want to break 
up a winning team by bringing back the controversial 
Manchester United star. 

Cantona, who led Manchester United to the double 
this season, has been cold-shouldered by Jacquet since 
his infamous kung-fu attack on a Crystal Palace 
hooligan 15 months ago. 

The Frenchman’s brilliant club comeback from his 
eight-month ban sparked off a furious debate in 
France over whether or not he should be restored to 
the international squad. 

Even Sir Bobby Chariton joined the fray.

Johan Cruyff was dismissed as coach of Barcelona 
after eight years in charge at the Nou Camp stadium, a 
club official said.

Robson won 20 England caps before entering 
Management with Fulham. 

He then led Ipswich to UEFA and FA Cup wins 
before succeeding Ron Greenwood as England 
manager in 1982. Four years later saw his World 
Cup dream smashed by Diego Maradona as 
England lost 2-1 to Argentina in the quarter-final 
in Mexico City. 

He went to Italia ‘90 under pressure having 
revealed he had agreed a deal with Eindhoven 
following the English Football Association’s 
refusal to renew his contract. 

But his Paul Gascoigne-inspired only side 
reached the semi-finals, losing out to Germany in 
Turin on penalties. 

Between leaving PSV and moving to Porto 
Robson also had a spell with Sporting Lisbon, who. 
sacked him after a UEFA Cup defeat. 

Last year Robson had to win a battle with 
cancer and was at one stage a target for Arsenal as 
it sought to replace George Graham as coach.

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KOREA 
WANTS TO 
BE 'SEOUL' 

HOST 


South Korea said officially 
last week it was willing to 
share the host's role with 
Japan for the 2002 World 
Cup if soccer’s international 
governing body wanted that, 

South Korea’s World Cup 
bid committee said, however, 
that it still wanted to be the 
sole host for the games. 

South Korea was 
responding to a request by 
FIFA, the governing body, to 
clarify its position before 
FIFA chooses the host nation 
ina vote June 1. 

South Korea and Japan 
are the only countries 
bidding for the Cup, the first 
to be staged in Asia. 

“If the FIFA Executive 
Committee requests a co- 
hosting with Japan, we will 
give full consideration,” Kim 
Sang-jin, vice president of 


the Korea Football 
Association, said, 
Kim explained the 


contents of a message South 
Korea sent earlier last week 
to FIFA Secretary-General 
Sepp Blatter. 

Until FIFA decides on the 
co-hosts issue, “it remains 
our position that we will 
continue to stick to FIFA 
statutes” that prohibit dual 
hosts for soccer’s showpiece 
event, he said. Japan already 
has told FIFA that it wants to 
be the sole host. 


GREECE 
SUSPENDED 


Greece has been 
suspended from all 
international competition for 
failing to bring its rules of 
operation into line with the 
sport’s international 
governing body, FIFA 
confirmed last week. 

Following repeated 
warnings, FIFA sent out a 
letter on Monday, informing 
the Greek Football Federation 
(EBO) that, with immediate 
effect, Greek clubs and the 
Greek national team would 
not be allowed to compete 
internationally or be involved 
in any intemational transfers. 

The suspensions will 
remain in effect until new 
Statutes, which were 
approved by FIFA in 
November 1994 and deal 
with touchy issues such as 


security, are recognised by 
the Greek government. 

“The Greek federation has 
had new statutes for almost 
two years and has not had 
them approved by the 
government in Greece. They 
cannot be a member of FIFA 
until they do so,” said FIFA 
spokesperson Keith Cooper. 

“It’s their statutes that 
have not been recognition to 
function properly.” 

Unless the situation is 
quickly resolved Greek clubs 
could find themselves left out 
of European Cup 
competitions which begin on 
July 17. Greece's first World 
Cup qualifier is scheduled for 
September 1 against Bosnia,

second goal. 

Pinto came through with 
the third goal in the 67th 
minute, heading in a head 
pass from Airez.

The firecracker that 
killed the 40-year-old man 
was fired shortly after the 
first goal.
